Normally Scott’s Nos. 254 and 388 have the 
watermark “Crosses & Circles” (Scott’s Fig. 
116). At the end of April 1920, there was a 
temporary shortage of paper watermarked 
with this device. The authorities overcame 
this shortage by using for a small printing of 
the 20pf. Scott’s #254, a paper generally used 
for the printing of revenue stamps, water- 
marked “circles” only. Marks Stamp Com- 
pany have failed to find any of this latter 
watermark in their stock of #254 and out of 
about 900 copies of #388, they located only 
two copies of this watermark. This would 
indicate that the “circles” only watermark is 
scarce and collectors of this country would do 
well to examine their copies of these numbers, 
as well as any duplicates they might have.

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The Slave of Hassan Pasha

O long as I have the maimed 
Spaniard in safe keeping, My 


ad Christians, my ships and my 
city are secure,” murmured 
Hassan Pasha to his favorite 
wife. The viceroy of Algiers stretch- 


ed himself upon a divan atop the flat 
roof of his abode and watched the 
crescent moon climb the dome of vel- 
vet. 

“He has cost me much, this long 
faced sailor, in patience and money 
but I admire his heroic bearing. Per- 
haps I shall yet tame him but the 
road is long and his youth is a good 
match for my declining years.” 

“Tell me, Oh master, of this infidel 


who excites your admiration?” The 
favorite wife drew closer. 
“His name, my fair one, in the 


Spanish tongue is Miguel de Cervan- 
tes Saavedra and he is the son of an 
attorney. A sailor from an early age 
he is well learned in the ways of the 
sea and the men who follow the sea. 








In spirit he is beyond measure, yet his 
maimed right hand, a token of his 
courage in battle, has deprived him 
of the physical vigor his two and 
thirty years should warrant. Four 
years ago he came to Algiers, a pris- 
oner of the Barbary seamen who cap- 
tured the small Spanish fleet in which 
he sailed. He became the slave of the 
Greek Dali Mami who knew not the 
value of his servant. 

“Two years ago he attempted to es- 
cape and I purchased him for 500 
crowns, intending to make an example 
of him before our other Christian 
slaves. But his courage won my 
friendship and time after time I have 
tolerated his efforts to slip from be- 
neath my fingers. Once I sentenced 
him to receive 2,000 strokes which 
certainly would have claimed his life 
but I relented and as Allah is the 
prophet he has not been treated more 
severe than any other servants. Such 
tortures as he has experienced were 
the work of the Greek Dali Mami.” 
And so from his twenty-eighth to 
his thirty-third years the man who 
was to revolutionize the literature of

the world labored as a slave of the 
Barbary pirates. 

The third effort to ransom Cervan- 
tes proved successful. After all, Has- 
san Pasha thought less of human flesh 
than of 500 gold ducats and he risked 
the security of his little world on 
the Mediterranean by permitting the 
Spaniard to return to Madrid. It was 
shortly after this that Cervantes en- 
tered upon the literary career that 
was climaxed with the production of 
the novel Don Quixote. His was a 
life of misery from beginning to end. 
Unable to earn a decent living as a 
petty officeholder in the government 
he turned to literature and while Don 
Quixote became a popular book as 
soon as it was placed before the pub- 
lic the price for such work three hun- 
dred years ago was insignificant and 
poverty hovered about the writer until 
his death. Time and again he was 
imprisoned because, it appears, he 
was either a bit lax in his financial 








transactions or his perpetual need 
of funds tempted him to appropriate 
that which belonged to the govern- 
ment. 

In 1616, death closed the career of 
Cervantes but his monumental work, 
ridiculing the romance of chivalry, 
soon began to attract attention 
throughout the world and today it is 
more popular than ever before. On 
the three hundredth anniversary of 
his death the Spanish government is- 
sued two sets of postage stamps for 
official use and while identical in de- 
sign there is a variation in color that 
designated those to be used by the 
senate and those for the exclusive use 
of the chamber of deputies. 

Once before an indirect philatelic 
honor was accorded Cervantes when, 
in 1905, on the occasion of the three 
hundredth anniversary of the publi- 
cation of Don Quixote, a series of ten 
stamps appeared. These adhesives 
portrayed incidents in the book and 
while interesting to the collector they 
cannot compare with modern day com- 
memorative issues since the designs 
were poorly executed and the print- 
ing little short of atrocious,

A CODE FOR Perhaps our sug- 
STAMP PAPERS gestion last week 

that there be a 
Code for Stamp Dealers is hoping for 
too much. There are so many of them 
that it would be a very difficult thing 
to formulate a Code that would ap- 
peal to and please a major part of 
them. 

On the other hand, there could be 
much good done both for the dealer 
and for the Collector, should there be 
a Code For Stamp Papers. There are 
but a few papers in the United States. 
It should be readily possible for the 
publishers of these papers to come to 
some agreements that would be bene- 
ficial to themselves as well as to the 
stamp dealer and to stamp collectors. 
There is much that can be done to 
elevate the hobby and we doubt if 
anyone would deny the fact that the 
Philatelic Publications could do a 
lion’s share in the task. 

Suggestions and encouragement 
along this line have come to our office 
from various stamp dealers. A recent 
letter from Mr. H. E. Harris of the 
H. E. Harris & Co. of Boston, ap- 
proves some sound plan of this nature. 

That there is need for an under- 
standing among the publishers is evi- 
dent from the letters in our daily 
mail. It is and has been our endeavor 
to offer dealers a form of advertis- 
ing contract that will permit us to 
say to everyone—“There are our ad- 


vertising rates, we give no other rates 
or privileges to anyone, we believe 
that in justice to every other dealer 
that we can not quote you any rate 
or give you any concession that we 
do not offer to all.” 

We naturally take it for granted 
that other publishers operate on the 
same plan for we believe them to be 
honorable and no other plan would 
be honorable. 

Yet—we frequently receive letters 
in which the dealer states that he is 
giving us six or eight straight two 
inch advertisements and feels that he 
should have some discount or reduc- 
tion. He states that he has been given 
discounts or reductions by the other 
weekly papers under similar circum- 
stances. A search of the advertising 
rates and terms of the other papers 
fails to show us where any discount 
or reduction for such a limited amount 
of advertising space can be offered 
without violating the confidence of 
other advertisers who are on contract 
under the published terms. 

This is but one example. We fre- 
quently print advertising for parties 
whom we are later unable to’ collect 
accounts from, yet we soon see these 
same parties advertising in other 
papers. We frequently have a man 
cancel a contract for some unjust rea- 
son and find him later on in another 
paper. These things happen to all of 
us. At the present time we have an 
account against a German Dealer who 
is now or has been within the past 
few weeks, in New York City. This 
account is quite large, yet his adver- 
tising is being carried by other pub- 
lishers and we have reported the mat- 
ter to them. 

We maintain that if these acts can 
be got away with that sooner or later 
these same parties will commit acts 
against collectors and that we as pub- 
lishers are morally obligated to take 
every means possible to protect and 
safeguard the hobby for collectors. 

We could repeat many similar oc- 
currences, many things that have hap- 
pened and that could be prevented, 
should publishers of stamp papers 
have the backbone to get together for 
the good of themselves as well as for 
the good of our hobby. We would wel- 
come such an arrangement, only if it 
were an ironclad agreement which 
each publisher would obligate himself 
to observe and obey. No other plan, 
no halfway measure will receive our 
support.

Some of the 1%c S. V. Hard- 
ings, 3c Lincolns and 4c Marthas are 
next to impossible to pick up right 
now. My suggestion is to make up 
a list of your needs and send it 
around to your friends and dealers 
before the next catalog makes its ap- 
pearance. Some of these items will, 
in my opinion, be hiked many times 
their present price. 


The B-74 Trenton, N. J. (8¢ Lin- 
coln) is not so common. It is on 85% 
of the want lists I have seen. The 
stamp catalogs at 15c now, but? 








Genuine Buros have been seen 
faked. The Batavia, Ill., B-102 has 
been reperforated to imitate B52. Be 
sure and check carefully on items of 
this kind, either reperforation or 
dlimping. The best way is to be sure 
of the source. 





My advisor at the Akron, Ohio, 
open house tells me that a real in- 
terest is being shown in precancels, 
especially Buros. As it should be, 
say I. As high as ten or twelve bid- 
ders on every lot of Buros put up, and 
spirited bidding, too.
